A working arrangement has also 
been entered into with the Canadian 
Pacific Railway for the settlement of 
qualified farmers on their extensive

A few years ago cotton seed was 
considered of no value, but today 
cotton seed oil is a standard article 
of commerce, and besides the residue 
is used as cattle food; even the fibre 
of the Jhull finds its way into fine 
grades of paper. 

The great variety and value of the 
preducts obtained from coal tar are 


now well known; perfumes, dyes, 
medicinal remedies, and even  sac- 
charine are, by the magie of 


chemistry, obtained from this most 
unpromising looking compound. 

In Europeag countries without 
timber resources, sawdust is now 
being pressed into house finishing 
material, and it is claimed for it 
that it takes a very fine polish and 
is almost fire-proof, 

On this continent a few lumber 
mills have started to utilize the saw- 
dust instead of burning it, but there 


is still much to be done in this direc- 
tion, In British Columbia alone 
material of enormous value is daily 
consumed in the refuse burners of 
our mills.
